Pontoon Road widening [Loman Day 
targeted after July 1991

PONTOON BEACH — Wideni Pontoon Road 
into three lanes between the Alton & Southern 
Railroad crossing and Illinois 111 is scheduled in 
mid-1991. 

Dale L. Klohr, District 8 engineer for the Illinois 
Department of Transportation, Division of High- 
ways, has informed Mayor Glen Wilson the 
improvement project is currently set on the tenta- 
tive Fiscal Year 1992 program.

Information relating to the road widening 6 pro 
poset was given at a 5} meeting of the village 
rd of trustees on Wednesday night. 
Preliminary i work has started for 
the project, which will bé accomplished by widen- 
ing Pontoon Road eight feet on each side and 
resurfacing the one-mile road segment. 
Curbs and gutters will be installed along both 
edges of the pavement and underground stormwa- 


ter sewers will replace the existing 07 ditches. 
The gutters and sewer lines will enable designers 
to minimize the need for right-of-way acquisition, 
utility relocation and tree removal, id. 

Should the village wish to construct sidewalks 
along one or both sides of the pro| roadway 
as part of the improvement, the village would be 
eroite to pay 50 percent of the sidewalk cost, he 
said. 

Approximate cost of a 5-foot-wide sidewalk per 
lineal foot was estimated at $25. 

Village officials also were asked to consider 
transferring jurisdictional and maintenance 
res] esibility for the section of Pontoon Road 
wi the village limits to the state highway divi- 
sion.

“He set a goal that he wanted 
to walk out of the hospital and 
have Thanksgiving dinner at 
home,’’ Marquis said. ‘We 
worked out a plan. He walked 
out of the hospital and had 
Thanksgiving dinner ... He died 
the first week of December.” 

Marquis’ case of Hodgkin’s 
disease has been in remission 
for two years, after he under- 
went lung surgery and the 
removal of his spleen. But he 
remembers the shock he felt 
when he was diagnosed. 

“If you think about going to a 
doctor for a cold — you'’re-all 
congested. They take a chest 
X-ray, and you walk back into 
the room, and they say ‘Mr. 
Marquis, you have cancer.’ 
There’s nothing you can say.”” 

Marquis said he hopes his 
experience will be useful to oth- 
er cancer patients. 

“When you get cancer, you 
ut up a defense,’’-he said. ‘““You 
feel like nobody else under- 
stands, and you've got to get 
through that.

The companies that Granite Fence serves read 
like a bluebook of metropolitan area businesses, 
including Shell Oil, Westin; , Monsanto, 
Granite City Steel and the Mobil and Amoco 
refineries. Most of the area’s public utilities and 
many golf courses use their fencing. Other fence 
proses have included the enclosure of a

‘The controversy over what “‘60 
Minutes’? commentator Andy 
Rponey did or did not say about 
blacks serves to underline the 
vulnerability of figures in the 
miedia to charges of bias. 

I do not know what Rooney 
said; apparently no one does 
except Rooney and the reporter 
who ‘quoted him. But we do know 
that TV suspended Rooney 
for remarks attributed to him 
that suggested that blacks are 
“watering down’’ their gene 


‘There is an inherent unfair- 
néSs in our society — with roots 
in older and much more virulent 
unfairness. 

:It_ seems unlikely that if a 
black had suggest that whites 
were weakening their gene pool 
because too many prospective 
parents spend too much time at 
the mall, that the black would 
have been suspended by CBS. It 
appears that certain groups are 

rotected from criticism, per- 

aps with good reason. 

Blacks, women and gays, to 
name three, have been the vic- 
tims of unrelenting bigotry 
throughout our history. Society, 
in its wisdom, now sees fit to 
balance the books somewhat by 
deflecting attacks against these 
groups as racism, sexism or 
homophobia, respectively. 
Attacks on these groups can get 
you fired. 

Other groups are not protect- 
ed.*whites, males and extreme 
right-wingers, to name three. 
They can be subjected to criti- 
cism, just or unjust, without fear 
of retribution. History consid- 


ered, there is some justice in 
this. unbalance, but it-can be 
tricky. 


Which brings us to a truth 
undérstood by most television 
journalists. ey give up their 
anonymity to practice their pro- 
fession, and, to a large degree, 
they give up their rights to 
speak their minds and to partici- 
pate in our society. 

<No anchor, reporter, producer 
or anyone else associated with 
news shouldsdisplay a sign in his 
yard supporting a candidate or a 
campaign, or sign a petition, 
contribute money, write a letter 
to the editor or speak at a school 
beard meeting. 

And to a large degree, the 
spouse of a television journalist 
has the same constraints, too, as 
grossly unfair as that may be. 
The appearance of bias is, for 
foo many observers, the proof 
that it exists.

So rich and 
dynamic are the harmonies that 
just when you feel the music has 
reached an ultimate emotional 
expression, the next phrase often 
goes beyond it. 


For good reason, Hanson’s 
“Romantic”? Symphony, written 
in 1930, has been the composer’s 
most performed and recorded 
work. Similar in length and 
effects to the earlier ‘‘Nordic,’’ 
“‘Romantic’’ seems to fire the 
emotions even more emphatical- 
ly than its predecessor. The awe- 
some orchestral effects — glow- 
ing horns and_ soaring 
strings — make it seem as 
though the soundscape’s horizon 
keeps falling away. 


The emotional strength of 
Hanson’s music long has been 
emulated by film composers. 
One can experience the very 
same tugging at the heartstrings 
and summoning of the blood in 
film scores by Wolfgang Erich 
Korngold (‘‘Captain Blood,’’ 
“The Adventures of Robin 
Hood’’) and John Williams 
(“Star Wars,” ‘Raiders of the 
Lost Ark’’).

Architectural styles merged 


for hollywood’ 


The Dream Factory, as Holly- 
—weod sometimes was called in 
its heyday, was bustling a town 
until the end of the 1940s, when 
the changing post-World War II 
economy caused studios to divest 
themselves both of their theater 
chains and much of their person- 
nel, 

In the 1940s, more and more 
independent productions, filmed 
on location to satisfy audiences’ 
growing demand for realism, 
marked a shift away from _the 
fanciful sets constructed on Hol- 
lywood sound stages. 


The last great decade of Holly- 
wood artifice is lovingly detailed 
and profusely illustrated in How- 
ard Mandelbaum and_ Eric 
Myers’ new book, ‘‘Forties 
Screen Style’? (St. Martin’s 
Press, $24.95). It_chronicles a 
time when Bette Davis fans did 
not expect her to travel to Wales 
to play the spinster schoolteach- 
er heroine in ‘‘The Corn Is 
Green"’ (1945, MGM/UA, $24.95). 
The audience happily accepted 
the Warner Bros. recreation of a 
Welsh village in Burbank. 

Subtitled “A Celebration of 
High Pastiche in Hollywood,” 
the book explores the art and 
architectural styles that con- 
verged in the late 1930s, after a 
decade of art deco dementia, to 
give "40s movies a new eclectic 
look. The authors say, ‘‘In mov- 
ies of the ‘40s, there were 
always decorative surprises. 
Would settings be homespun, ele- 
gant or flamboyant? Whatever 
they were, they certainly reflect- 
ed the tastes and dreams of a 
society shaped by war and its 
aftermath.” 

Mandelbaum and Myers say 
this era in Hollywood was influ- 
enced by the then-popular deco- 
rating trends. First was the 1937 
restoration of colonial Williams- 
burg, sparking a mania for early 
American furnishings. Even 
Fred Astaire and Ginger Rogers, 
whose musicals had been the 
apotheosis of art deco, suc- 
cumbed to fieldstone and hearth 
decor in ‘‘Carefree’’ (1938, Fox 
Hills, $19.95). The climax of this 
style was “Mr. Blandings Builds 
His Dream House’’ (1948, Fox 
Hills Video, $19.95), in which 
Cary Grant and Myrna Loy con- 
struct a temple to Connecticut 
Colonial. 

The Victorian Era was big on 
‘40s movie screens, giving audi- 
ences a taste for “‘richly uphol- 
stered settings.’’ The authors 
note, ‘‘The Victorian revival 
gave them a tempora flavor.”’ 
Two sumptuous' examples of this 
cluttered decor star Angela 
Lansbury, who managed to gar- 
ner two successive Oscar nomi- 
nations by age 20. In her debut 
in George Cukor’s melodrama 
“Gaslight” (1944, MGM/UA, 
$24.95), Lansbury portrays the 
devious maid of a freaked-out 
newlywed played by Ingrid 
Bergman (whose beautiful hyste- 
ria won her an Oscar). 

In Albert Lewin’s adaptation 
of Oscar Wilde’s dark fantasy, 
“The Picture of Dorian Gray” 
(i944, MGM/UA, $24.95), Lansbu- 
ry sings a song and then is 
doom: by the title character, 
played by mysterious Hurd Hat- 
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field, 
utters epigrams an

they put in the set decoration of 
their films. 


Another director who knew 
how to throw together a set was 
Vincente Minnelli, who did his 
bit for Victoriana with “‘Meet Me 
in St. Louis’ (1944, MGM/UA, 
$19.95). Minnelli was fond of 
another major style, surrealism, 
which distinguishes the musical 
numbers and settings of his 
“Ziegfeld Follies” (1946, MGM/ 
UA, $29.95) and ‘‘Yolanda and 
the Thief’ (1945, MGM/UA, 
$29.95). 

Producer David O. Selznick 
hired Salvador Dali to design the 
dream sequences in Alfred 
Hitchcock’s ‘‘Spellbound’’ (1945, 
Key Home Video, $19.95), star- 
ring a "40s favorite, Ingrid Berg- 
man. 

On par with Bergman in terms 
of creating a sensation, albeit a 
wholly different sensation, was 
Carmen Miranda, who first sock- 
ed it to American audiences in 
“Down Argentine Way” (1940, 
Key Home Video, $19.98). The 
authors write, ‘‘Her Technicolor 
gaudiness ushered in the floral 
tropical motifs of the '40s and 
made decorators think twice 
about beige.” 

But when U.S. _ veterans 
returned home after World War 
II, they didn’t want to be 
reminded of the jungles where 
they had fought. So, ‘‘in the 
movies, the tropics became a 
backdrop for evil doings,"" Man- 
delbaum and Myers note, citing 
the Rita Hayworth melodrama 
“Gilda"”’ (1946, RCA/Columbia, 
$29.95) as vintage tropical evil. 

Many Americans lost loved 
ones in World War Il, and the 
movies addressed the issue with 
reincarnation fantasies. ‘‘Heaven 
was a dominant setting, usually 
it was a surreal version of an 
everyday setting, like the airport 
in ‘Here comes Mr. Jordan’ ” 
(1941, RCA/Columbia, $59.95), 
Myers says.
